
Council move to give The 
Hub another £1 Ok a year 


TOWN councillors are being asked to sup¬ 
port The Hub youth club in Lyme Regis to 
the tune of £10,000 a year. 

Councillors will be asked tonight (Wednesday) to 
approve a new grant agreement with Lyme Regis De¬ 
velopment Trust in respect of the former boys’ club in 
Church Street to cover the next two financial years. 

If approved, it is further evidence of the council’s 
policy of continuing to invest in the youth of the town, 
having made a one-off payment of £60,000 and enter¬ 
ing into a service level agreement which has seen a 
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further £30,000 in funding. That agreement should 
have finished in March 2014 but councillors approved 
the budget for the new financial year, starting in April, 
which included a further £10,000 without any formal 
council proposition to do so with three quarterly pay¬ 
ments of £2,500 having already been made. 

Councillor Mark Gage, chairman of the Strategy 
and Policy Committee, which compiles the budget, 
admitted that this had been a mistake and accepted 
full responsibility for the error. However, a report that

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Lyme mourns ex-teacher and councillor 
who defied disability to serve his town

PETER Williams spent 36 years in a wheel¬ 
chair after being struck down by spinal 
paralysis - but it didn’t stop him living a full 
and active life. 

He was a Lyme man through and through - and his 
hometown was shocked and saddened to hear of his 
death at the age of 80 on Friday last. 

Pete Williams will be remembered for many things 

- not least his popularity as an infants’ teacher at St 
Michael’s Primary School where he taught for 17 
years, eight of those in a wheelchair. He was simply 
revered by his pupils. 

Peter came to teaching late in life but he never let 
his disability influence his dedication to his pupils or 
his commitment to the profession he loved. 

He was forced into early retirement at the age of 53 

- but he was never very far from the school he served 
with such distinction, living in Summerhill Road with 
glorious views over the school and town. 

He would often comment on what was happening 
as the children played happily just yards from his back 
garden. 


Council to peg precept despite 
reduction in government grant

The council received a letter from Wendy Davies, 
chairman of Lyme Regis Development Trust, asking 
the council to continue supporting The Hub until 
March 2016. 

Mrs Davies wrote: “This support is greatly valued 
at many levels - the young people of Lyme appreciate 
their council doing something so effective; the fact 
that you support makes county and district support 
possible (they would be unlikely to do so without 
local council input) and has enabled us to raise the 
substantial funding from elsewhere which has so im- 
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proved the facilities; and of course, the money keeps 
us going on a daily basis. We are doing all we can to 
raise revenue ourselves.” 

The recommendation that goes before councillors 
tonight is that officers should instigate the proposed 
new grant agreement with the Development Trust for 
£10,000 per annum in respect of The Hub to cover 
the years 2014-2015 and 2015-2016. 

It is also intended that council officers will set up 
and maintain a financial calendar/database detailing 
all upcoming significant dates, including service level 
agreements, leases, tenders, invoicing and any other 
relevant information. 

This move is to ensure that there will be no repeat 
of payments continuing to organisations after agree¬ 
ments have expired. 

Councillors will also be asked tonight to approve a 
precept (the amount of money the town council gets 
from the council tax) of £120,708. 

Taking into account the increase in the Retail Price 
Index, this represents a decrease in real terms of 9.4 
per cent in cost to Lyme council taxpayers as the gov¬ 
ernment support grant has been reduced by £5,591. 

The town council is absorbing the reduction in sup¬ 
port grant so that ratepayers will not see an increase 
in that part of their council tax bill. 

Decisions made at tonight’s meeting will b ratified 
by the full council on December 17th. 
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■ TRIBUTE: Members of Lyme Regis Football Club observed a minute's silence at the Davey Fort on 
Saturday in honour of former player Peter Williams 


Peter was born in Windsor Terrace, one of five chil¬ 
dren and is survived by his twin brother Stan, and sis¬ 
ters Joan, Ann and Judith. 

He was educated at the old St Michael’s Primary 
School and the former Lyme Regis Grammar School. 
On leaving school he took an apprenticeship in radio 
and electrical engineering in Farnborough before join¬ 
ing the Royal Air Force for his National Service but 
signing on for three years, serving in Rhodesia and 
Egypt before being demobbed. 

Returning to Lyme, he worked in the family electri¬ 
cal business in Silver Street, but after the death of his 
father moved to Blandford with his wife Shirley 
(whose maiden name was also Williams) where he 
worked as a civilian testing radio equipment for the 
Army, a job that took him all the over the South of 
England. 

The couple’s first child, Nick, was born in 1959 and 
the family moved back to Lyme in 1963 after the birth 
of their daughter, Jen. At first they lived in Church 
Street but moved to Summerhill Road with daughter 
Poppy being born in 1966. 

Pete had a number of jobs, including running a 
paraffin round and working in his mother’s cafe in 
Coombe Street (Lyme’s first takeaway) before achiev¬ 
ing his ambition of qualifying as a teacher after study¬ 
ing at Weymouth College. 

He was due to take up his first post in Beaminster 
when he was struck down by a spinal condition which 
led to severe paralysis and had to undergo several se¬ 
rious operations. By the time he had recovered a va¬ 
cancy came up in Lyme, under former headteacher 
Margaret Shaw, and Peter spent 17 very happy years 
at St Michael’s. 

As a young man, Pete was extremely fit, playing for 
Lyme Regis Football Club, and was actively involved 
in a number of organisations. He met his wife-to-be 
Shirley at a Young Conservatives Dance. 

Despite being confined to a wheelchair, Peter led a 
full and active life, with Shirley always at his side. He 
also gave great support to Shirley who was very ac¬ 
tive in Guiding circles, rising to Assistant County 
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Commissioner and chairman of the Trefoil Guild. 

Peter also served for two terms on Lyme Regis 
Town Council, working alongside his twin brother, 
former Mayor Stan Williams, a role that gave him 
great satisfaction. 

The past year has been one of great celebration for 
the Williams family, Pete and Stan’s 80th birthday 
and the wedding of his youngest daughter Poppy. 

Peter finally succumbed to a serious infection and 
died in Dorset County Hospital, surrounded by his 
family. 

The funeral service will take place at 11.30am on 
Wednesday, December 17th at St Michael’s Parish 
Church, followed by cremation at Weymouth later in 
the day. 

Peter’s ashes will be scattered at sea from his son 
Nick’s fishing boat, Kracken. 

There will be family flowers only but donations can 
be made to B Sharp, run by his daughter-in-law Fran 
Williams, and St Michael’s School.

A303 funding announcement 
will be good news for Dorset 


DORSFT'S economy is set to be boosted follow¬ 
ing the announcement of major government fund¬ 
ing to improve the A303 transport corridor north 
of the county. 

Dorset County Council has lobbied government 
for the “whole route improvement” of the A303 
corridor, as part of a group of local authorities led 
by Somerset County Council. 

And the hard work has paid off, with the an¬ 
nouncement last week by Transport Secretary 
Patrick McLoughlin and Chief Secretary to the 
Treasury Danny Alexander that the full A303 cor¬ 
ridor, including the A358 from the Ilminster 
roundabout to Taunton and the A30, will be up¬ 
graded as part of a £2billion roads investment 
strategy. 

The A303 passes through the very north of 
Dorset, providing an essential link for the north of 
the county, particularly Gillingham. The 
A303/A358 route provides strategic connections 
to the north from south and south-east Dorset. 

Dorset County Council Cabinet member for Fn- 
vironment and the Fconomy, Peter Finney said; 
“This really is excellent news. Dorset County 
Council and the Dorset Local Fnterprise Partner¬ 
ship both support improvement to the whole of the 
A303/A358. 

“Recent economic studies suggest that major im¬ 
provements to the A303/A358 corridor could in¬ 
ject £41billion into the south west's economy and 
create in excess of 21,000 jobs regionally. The 
benefit to Dorset itself could amount to £4.7bil- 
lion, with tourism benefits of up to £2.6billion. 

“In Somerset, dualling the A303 between South 
Petherton and Ilminster (the Ilminster Bypass),

plus the A358 between Ilminster and M5 junction 
25 at Taunton will improve the north-south route, 
critical for freight traffic accessing Dorset's ports 
at Portland and Poole. 

“To fully maximise the benefits to Dorset's econ¬ 
omy, further improvements to the A37/A3088 
south and west of Yeovil will also be needed, as 
identified in the Dorset LFP Strategic Fconomic 
Plan. 

“Capacity and junction enhancements to the 
A303 in Wiltshire will also enable further expan¬ 
sion of Gillingham and Shaftesbury, specifically 
benefiting the economy of North Dorset.” 


use of stop and search by police 


More intelligent 

DORSFT police has launched 
key elements of the Best Use of 
Stop and Search Scheme in an ef¬ 
fort to lead to better and more in¬ 
telligence-led stop and searches 
with more effective outcomes. 

The scheme is being imple¬ 
mented in Dorset to deliver im¬ 
proved, intelligence-led results 
and to enhance public scmtiny of 
“stop and search” activity. 

Dorset police has introduced a 
community trigger process which 
means that public representatives 
sit on a Stop and Search Commu¬ 


nity Scrutiny Panel which con¬ 
siders stop and search activity, 
community issues and com¬ 
plaints against police relating to 
this tactic. 

As part of the new scheme, the 
use of the Section 60 “no suspi¬ 
cion” powers have been re¬ 
stricted. Authorisation to use 
these powers can now only be 
given by a chief officer. 

Section 60 “no suspicion” pow¬ 
ers are used when it is believed 
that serious violence will occur. 

Dorset Police lead. Chief In¬ 


spector Ashley Adams, said; 
“Dorset police are committed to 
using stop and search powers to 
prevent and detect crime and to 
do so with transparency and hon¬ 
esty, to inspire trust and confi¬ 
dence within the communities of 
Dorset.

New ticket machines for district car parks 


BRAND new parking machines are being rolled 
out in West Dorset District Council-run car parks 
across the area, including in Lyme Regis and Char- 
mouth. 

The installation of the new pay and display ma¬ 
chines started in Dorchester yesterday (Tuesday). 

Replacement machines will then be installed in 
Sherborne, Bridport, Beaminster and West Bay 
throughout December 2014 and January 2015 and 
in Lyme Regis and Charmouth when phase IV of 
the coastal protection works have been completed. 

Leader of West Dorset District Council, Robert 
Gould, said: “We are making a major financial in¬ 
vestment to improve parking in West Dorset as we 
know how important it is for residents, visitors and 


the local economy to have well maintained car 
parks. 

“Our first project is to replace old unreliable ma¬ 
chines with brand new machines and these will be 
installed in phases across the district. 

“Machines will only take coins initially but will 
then be upgraded to take card and contactless pay¬ 
ments as soon as security protocols are finalised.” 

Metric, who are the machine manufacturers, will 
be carrying out the installation works on behalf of 
the district council and will try to keep disruption 
to a minimum. The district council is asking peo¬ 
ple using its car parks to be patient while these es¬ 
sential works take place.

Pest bait boxes to be renewed on seafront 


LYME Regis Town Council has agreed to renew bait 
boxes along Gun Cliff Walk to control pests. 

Bait boxes, initially paid for by the town council, 
were until recently in place along the seafront 
walk but were removed by the council due to their 
deteriorating condition and have not yet been re¬ 
placed due to the coastal protection works in the 
area. 

The council said it has not received any formal 
complaints regarding pests in the area but has 
been copied in on correspondence regarding bait 
boxes and rats on Gun Cliff Walk. 

Councillors were told at a recent Town Manage¬ 
ment Committee meeting that they would need 
at least 20 boxes to cover the area, each costing 


about £25, and West Dorset District Council had 
agreed to pay have the cost of each box and 
arrange for their supply. The town council would 
have to arrange installation working with a public 
health officer to ensure they were in the correct 
locations. 

West Dorset can also provide non-toxic bait and 
the town council would have to keep regular logs 
on when the boxes are checked and whether 
there is any activity seen. 

Councillors agreed to the initial set up cost of 
£500, which would cover the purchase and instal¬ 
lation of boxes and infrastructure, and purchase of 
bait.

Council says no to permanent PA system 


COUNCILLORS have opted not to in¬ 
stall a permanent public address (PA) 
system on Marine Parade due to the 
cost implications. 

The town council considered the 
possibility of installing a permanent 
PA system on the seafront to pro¬ 
mote events for the cost of £15,000 
to £20,000. However, due to the at¬ 
mospheric conditions of the 


seafront, the system would only last 
between five and seven years and 
councillors deemed the cost too ex¬ 
pensive. 

Temporary PA systems are cur¬ 
rently set up during the summer 
months for a cost of about £1,000 a 
week, paid by event organisers, to 
promote the town's main events 
such as carnival and Lifeboat Week.

"If you know a neighbour has 
been sent home from hospital and 
is unable to shop for a short while, 
please alert us as sometimes we 
hear after the event."

"People have been asking what 


we need to keep for making up our 
parcels. At Christmas, a single dona¬ 
tion of a more expensive, high pro¬ 
tein items would be of great help," 
added Mrs Vivian. 

"Tinned meat and fish products, 
large tins of soup, UHT milk, soups, 
instant coffee, tea and hot choco¬ 
late, instant custard powder, break¬ 
fast cereals, good biscuits and 
crackers. All these are expensive 
products to buy. 

"All items can be left at collection 
points or brought to LymeNet. 

"We are delighted to report that 
we had a snap visit from health and 

safety officers recently, who found 
our storage excellent and our 
arrangements good. 

"Thank you for your interest, help 
and support in so many ways. 
Please make the presence of our 
food bank known to anyone who 
you think might needs it. We are so 
anxious to make sure no one in our 
town has to go hungry for whatever 
reason. 

"We are supported by our town 
council, the churches, schools and 
medical services and by the good 
will of all of you especially at this 
time of year.

CHURCHES all round the world hold special services 
near to Christmas that they call “Christingle Services”. 
Jane and I have organised these for over 20 years, and 
we always really enjoy them! 

Especially attractive to children and families, people 
of all ages find them very moving. So, what is a Christ¬ 
ingle and why do we make these somewhat strange ob¬ 
jects? 

Christingles are based upon an orange, with a smallish 
candle inserted into the top of it. Silver foil often sur¬ 
rounds the base of the candle. A red ribbon is stuck 
around the circumference of the orange, four cocktail 
sticks pierce the upper half of the orange in four quad¬ 
rants. On the cocktail sticks are several raisins and soft 
sweets. At an appropriate point in the service the congre¬ 
gation stand, if possible in a giant circle, and the Christ¬ 
ingles are lit from one to another. We sing a carol such 
as “Away in a Manger” and a specially composed Christ¬ 
ingle song, based on a familiar tune such as “Sing 
Hosanna” I 

The origins go back to the Moravian Church in eastern 
Europe in 1747, so not a new, trendy invention to coax 
children to church! Each part has a special spiritual 
meaning for Christians - the orange represents the whole 
world, loved by God; the candle represents the light of 
Christ, shining upon all humanity; the foil encourages us 
to reflect or shine out God’s love to all; the red ribbon 
represents the blood of Jesus, shed at Easter in sacrificial 
love; the cocktail sticks and fruits represent the blessings 
of God liberally poured out from the good earth, and for 
us to share with all humanity - particularly those in ma¬ 
terial need. 

The Children’s Society have adopted this service and 
provide most of the materials for us. We take collections 
for their work to help children to enjoy their Christmas 
more. Our Golden Cap Team Christingle will be held on 
Sunday, December 14th, 3.30pm at Marshwood Church 
- come and make your own Christingle, light it with oth¬ 
ers, and take it home for your decorations! 

St Andrew’s, Charmouth, invite you to their Christmas 
carol service also on December 14th at 6.30pm. St 
Michael’s in Lyme Regis hold their carol service at 4pm 
on December 21st. More on this next week!

Poinsettia pointers Press Association 


THE shops are awash with poinsettias at this time of 
year in shades of red, pink and cream, the colourful 
bracts having taken an average of eight weeks to 
turn from green to red. 

Garden centres, supermarkets, homeware shops 
and DIY stores all have them on display, but you need 
to be careful how you choose your festive poinsettia, 
says David Mitchell, plant buyer at Wyevale Garden 
Centres. 

"When choosing a poinsettia, look for a strong¬ 
looking plant with bright-coloured bracts and deep 
green leaves all the way to the base of the pot," he 
advises. 

"A UK-grown plant is by far the best. We grow them 
cooler and allow them more space, making sure they 
are tougher for the customer. Check if the retailer is 
displaying them in a warm, draught-free place and 
never buy a poinsettia which is being sold outside or 
near to open doors." 

Once your plant's back home, don't place it on a 
porch or in a conservatory, because poinsettias don't 
like draughts. You're better off putting it in a warmer 
room like the living room, but not near a radiator. 

"The worst place is a draughty window sill espe¬ 
cially if you draw the curtains on them leaving them 
in the cold space," says Mitchell. "These plants like 
good light, but are not so demanding for high light 
as many other house plants. The main point is to 
keep them warm, between 15 to 20 degrees, and 
away from draughts, avoiding sudden temperature 
changes." 

Poinsettias should be watered as the compost be¬ 
gins to dry out. Don't over-water them or the leaves 
will drop off and don't leave them to dry out com¬ 


pletely or they may not recover. 

After Christmas, allow the poinsettia some time to 
rest and become almost dormant by reducing water¬ 
ing. When bracts begin to look old and tired in late 
winter or spring, don't worry if the leaves droop or 
fall. 

In June, prune the plant back to approximately a 
third of its size. Repot, feed and water at this stage 
regularly to build a well-shaped plant. 

New growth will sprout, so stand it in good but not 
bright light, water regularly and apply liquid fertiliser 
every two weeks throughout summer. 

From the end of September, ensure the plant has 
natural day length rather than any artificial light. 
Poinsettias, which are cultivars of Euphorbia pul- 
cherrima, set bracts and flowers in response to short 
days. Most will need to have light excluded to ensure 
14 hours of darkness out of 24 for eight weeks dur¬ 
ing the run-up to Christmas. 

Once there are more hours of darkness than light, 
the plant will begin to change colour. If you begin 
the initiation process at the end of September, you 
should start to see a subtle colour change by mid- 
October and the full transformation by the end of 
November.

THIS chocoholic pudding is a favourite at 
Tierra Kitchen. We make it dairy free, but just 
substitute eggs, butter and cream as indicated 
for the dairy version.

Method 

1. Pre heat oven to 160c 

2. Grease and line a 25cnn square / 4cnn deep baking 
dish with grease proof lining paper. 

3. Gently toast the almonds (in the oven ) 

4. Mix half the chocolate - 200 gm with the margarine 
(butter) in a bowl and gently melt over hot water'bain- 
marie'- stir carefully and quickly to ensure chocolate 
doesn't get too hot and split, i.e. don't boil! 

Let cool for 5 minutes 

5. Meanwhile mix the sugar, coffee and soya cream in 
mixer (or by hand in deep bowl. If using eggs instead 
of soya, add one by one). Then add the melted choco¬ 
late to the mix. 

6. Add the flour and baking powder. Mix until smooth, 
and then add the almonds and plums. 

7. Finally add the remaining chocolate and transfer to 
lined baking dish. 

8. Bake for 20 minutes at 160c, then turn oven down to 
140c and bake for a further 8 to 10 minutes. The pud¬ 
ding should be very moist and chocolaty in the centre. 
Serve immediately or cool re heat later.

• 400 gm dark 70% chocolate pistols or bars 
cut into 3mm squares 

• 225 gm organic vegan margarine 
(or 225 gm unsalted butter) 

• 225 gm caster sugar

(or 3 medium organic eggs)

• 100 gm golden granulated sugar 

• 150gm golden syrup 

• 40 gm organic vegan margarine (unsalted butter) 

• Fine zest and juice of one orange 

• 150 ml soya cream (200 ml double cream) 

Method 

PUT all the ingredients apart from the soya cream in 
a small saucepan and gently bring to the boil, and 
simmer for 5 to 10 minutes until golden orange 
brown, n.b. do not take to caramel stage. 

Finally, whisk in the soya ( dairy) cream, and the 
sauce is ready.

Mid Winter Torte 


THIS centre piece dish takes a bit of effort to pre¬ 
pare, but ticks all the boxes in December with 
seasonal ingredients but still has a rich multi lay¬ 
ered texture and flavour. The wild mushrooms 
and hazelnut has a deep earthly taste, the 
spinach is light, and the butternut squash mash 
is smooth and almost sweet. 

Serves 6 



Ingredients 

• 120gm peeled and roasted hazelnuts, roughly 
chopped 

• 50 gm dried trompettes or porcinni mushrooms 
soaked in a small glass of white wine for 5 minutes, 
then drained and chopped (keep the wine) 

• 220 gm puy lentils 

• 1 large onion pealed and fine diced 

• 3 cloves garlic fine chopped 

• 1 small leek fine chopped 

• 2 small to medium butternut squash (600-700 gms) 

• 150 gm / 2 medium potatoes 

• 400 gm loose leaf spinach (carefully washed and 
shaken dry) 

• 50ml olive oil 

• salt and pepper 

• A couple of good pinches of nutmeg 

• 1 tablespoon maple syrup 

heat up a large frying pan with a lit¬ 
tle olive oil and add 1/3 of the 
spinach, season well with a good 
pinch of nutmeg and sea salt, wilt 
quickly so the spinach retains its 
basic shape and then add evenly 
onto the trompette and hazelnut 
layer. Repeat until all the spinach is 
wilted and added. 

4. Finally transfer the squash to a 
good sized bowl, add the cooked 
potatoes and 2 tablespoons of 
olive oil. Then mash until fine, 
creamy and smooth. Spread evenly 
over the spinach layer. 

To serve, bake the finished lay¬ 
ered torte for 20-25 minutes at 
170c. 

This Christmas centrepiece is de¬ 
licious with home-made gravy and 
all the traditional trimmings! 


Method 

1. Pre heat oven to 170c. Peel the 
butternut squash, cut in half 
lengthways and remove the seeds. 
Then cut into roughly 2 cm square 
pieces. Baste the squash with two 
tablespoons of olive oil and one ta¬ 
blespoon of maple syrup, season 
well. Arrange the squash on a roast¬ 
ing tray and roast gently for 
approx.40 minutes until cooked 
through and tender, but without 
colour. Peel the potatoes, bring to 
boil and simmer for approx. 25 min¬ 
utes until cooked through. 

2 . To make the wild mushrooms / 
hazelnut layer, first bring a medium 
pan of water to the boil, add some 
salt, then add the lentils and sim¬ 
mer for 15-20 minutes so they are 
just tender, but still a little al- 


dente.Transfer to a colander to 
drain the excess water, Add a little 
olive oil to keep moist, but do not 
run under a tap. Allow to cool. 
Meanwhile, in a medium pan on a 
moderate heat, saute the onion in 
a little olive oil for 2 minutes or until 
becoming translucent, add the gar¬ 
lic, leek and the finely chopped 
drained mushrooms, saute and stir 
for a further 5 minutes. At this 
stage, add the drained lentils, saute 
and stir for a further 4 minutes, sea¬ 
son well with salt and pepper. 
Allow to cool for 5 minutes, then 
add the chopped hazelnuts. Evenly 
transfer the mix to an appropriate 
sized baking dish ( approx. 
25cmx20cm, with a depth of at 
least 5cm)

NEW ARCHAEOLOGY GALLERY 
AT DORSET COUNTY MUSEUM 


Archaeology Gallery at Dorset County Museum being redeveloped in spring 2015 


THE Archaeology Gallery at 
Dorset County Museum is cur¬ 
rently being redeveloped as 
part of a £250,000 project sup¬ 
ported by the Heritage Lottery 
Fund (HLF) Landscape Partner¬ 
ship Scheme and the South 
Dorset Ridgeway Area of Out¬ 
standing Natural Beauty (AONB). 

Upon its completion in sum¬ 
mer 2015 the new gallery will 
become the visitor centre for the 
South Dorset Ridgeway. Ulti¬ 
mately it will link in with infor¬ 
mation panels to be displayed 
along the ridgeway itself help¬ 
ing visitors explore the AONB 
and understand the sites that 
can be seen there today. 

"This is a very special project 
for us,"said Jon Murden, director 
of Dorset County Museum. "The 
archaeology of Dorset is the his¬ 
tory of over 10,000 years of 
human habitation in the county 
- our collections are nationally 
significant and cover the entire 


period from paleolithic times to 
Saxon and Viking Dorset." 

When the new Ancient Dorset 
Gallery (the new name for the 
former Archaeology Gallery) 
opens at the Museum, the cen¬ 
trepiece will be a special display 
of the Viking skeletons found 
during the construction of the 
Weymouth Relief Road in 2009. 

During the initial work (De¬ 
cember to March 2014) the ex¬ 
isting gallery will be open but 
artefacts from some display 
cases will be removed for con¬ 
servation. Other key objects will 
be redisplayed in the museum 
during this time. 

The design of the new gallery 
will ensure that when work 
starts on the Museum's planned 
Collection Discovery Centre, the 
improved displays will be 
moved into the new extension 
at minimum cost. 

While the work is being under¬ 
taken, visitors will be able to 


enjoy a special spotlight loan 
from the British Museum of 
three jadeite axes and some 
mace heads from their own col¬ 
lection. Dorset County Mu¬ 
seum's own jadeite axe will be 
displayed alongside these loans.

Lexus RC F: Functional Beauty 


THERE'S no mistaking the sense of purpose in 
the styling of the new Lexus RC F coupe, a car 
that projects its high performance qualities in 
every carefully crafted curve and plane. Look¬ 
ing good is one thing, but Lexus's focus was to 
produce a design that also fully supports the 
car's dynamic potential. 

The RC F's striking appearance has been de¬ 
veloped from the show-stopping LF-LC and LF- 
CC concepts Lexus revealed in 2013. The 
guiding principle was functional beauty: every 
element of the exterior styling has been de¬ 
signed to maximise either aerodynamic or 
cooling efficiency. 

The front end is anchored by a new interpre¬ 
tation of the hallmark spindle grille, this time 
with a double-spindle effect with a graduated 
F-motif mesh grille that helps ventilate the 5.0- 
litre engine and, via apertures in the outer cor¬ 
ners, ducts cooling air to the front brakes. The 
importance of cooling is reflected in additional 
grilles in the outer spindle shape, located to di¬ 
rect air to the oil radiators. 

Above the main grille, the signature three- 
LED lamp headlight design is underscored by 
separate LED running lights arrayed in the 
Lexus L motif. Using technology developed in 
World Endurance Championship racing, a 
small, thermostatically controlled cooling fan 
is fitted behind each lamp cluster to secure the 
best possible operating efficiency over an ex¬ 
tended lifetime. 

Outlets in the top of the bonnet and in the 
wings behind the front wheels vent air from 
the engine bay and brake discs. The smooth 
flow of vented air over the top and sides of the 
car contributes to high-speed stability. 

The far edges of the front and rear bumpers 


have been shaped to direct air smoothly along 
the side of the car, while front and rear wheel 
spats reduce the amount of airflow hitting the 
tyres. Liners in the wheel arches - with a differ¬ 
ent design for the front and rear - reduce air 
turbulence around the wheels. 

Aero-stabilising fins integrated in the door 
frame moulding next to the door mirror and in 
the rear combination lamps also promote 
straight line stability and suppress vehicle wob¬ 
ble when turning. 

The rear lip of the boot incorporates a four- 
link active rear wing to optimise airflow and 
generate downforce for added stability when 
driving at high speed. 

The wing is automatically deployed at speeds 
above 80km/h (50mph) and retracts when ve¬ 
hicle speed falls below 40km/h (25mph).The 
driver can also control wing deployment at any 


time from the cockpit. 

Using advanced materials technology devel¬ 
oped by Lexus for the LFA supercar, the RC F 
Carbon features a bonnet, roof and rear wing 
fabricated in lightweight Carbon Fibre Rein¬ 
forced Plastic, reducing the coupe's overall 
weight by around 10kg. 

The underbody features comprehensive 
aerodynamic measures to smooth and control 
airflow beneath the vehicle. Undercovers for 
the engine, transmission and centre and rear 
floor sections incorporate aero stabilising fins 
to suppress turbulence and smooth airflow. 
The rising rear floor undercover also has recti¬ 
fying fins to ensure a smooth flow of air away 
from the underside of the car. 

The RC F is available to order now, priced 
from £59,995. UK customer deliveries will begin 
in February.
